LETTER FROM KAUTZ, 
Had the Making of a King Who 
Lacked Pants. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS DAY REPORT. | 

CINCINNATI, April 26—A letter 
written by Rear Admiral Kautz to his 
cousin, Mrs. Charles Lindley, of Cin- 
cinnati, has been made public by the 
recipient, It is dated March 23, and is 
in the easy vein of a relative’s private 
correspondence. In the letter he says: 

“You will probably read a lot of stuff 
about me in various newspapers, but I 
can assure you that I am all right and 
have done nothing that I or my friends 
may be ashamed of, unless it is the 
making of a king, which I am obliged 
to do today. But he is a very inoffen- 
sive sort of young fellow, a native 19 
years of age. He wears a French ad- 
miral’s cocked hat, but not shoes or 
stockings or trousers; still, considering 
the torrid weather, he looks very well 
in this climate. But I hardly think he 
would look as well on Fourth street,

J. B. Cc. writes: A man married and 
his. wife gives him her own money to 
buy property. The deed is made ‘to the 
husband and subsequently he deeds her 
one-half interest in the place. “he is- 
sue of the marriage is one child, now 
living. The husband dies without leav- 
ing a will. All the widow has is his ceed 
of the half interest. ° As the property 
was bought wholly with her own money 
ten years ago, and the property is 
mortgaged, she would like to avoid ad- 
ministration with its expense and an- 
noyance. Is there any way she can get 
a clear titlé without administering on 
the estate? Can she sell the vroperty 
until it has gone through administra- 
tion ? | 

‘The whole property is hers, by a re- 
sulting trust;. but to establish this she 
would need the aid of a court.of equity. 
She can quit claim her interest; and 
her grantee can have the trust de- 
clared and the title defined in an equity 
court. 

It is not necessary to administer on 
the estate in order to define the title 
to the land. The heir would be the party 
dependent. But in respect to personal 
property, administration is necessary. 


G. E. M. writes: An unmarried wo- 
man wishes to make a will in Cali- 
fornia to be probated under California 
laws. Her next of kin are aunts and 
cousins. She intends to leave them noth- 
ing. Is it necessary to mention them 
in the will in any way? Would the fact 
that they are not mentioned in the will 
help them any in case the will was 
contested? 

(2.) A woman has a home, a rented 
house, in both Massachusetts and Cal- 
ifornia. At her death where would her 
will be probated? Do the beneficia-ies 
under the will choose the State where 
it shall be probated, or has the testa- 
tor to express her preference in the 
will? 

(3.) An unmarried woman has some 
money in a’savings bank in Califor- 
nia. Her nearest relatives are father 
and brothers. Should she die without 
a will would this money in bank fall 
into the hands of the Public Adminis- 
trator? What ought she to do (with- 


‘out making a will) to prevent such an 


occurrence? The father and brothers 
are not residents of California.

What interest has 
the husband in the estate? What inter- 
est have the children? Can the hus- 
band will the property or his interest 
in the same to any particular child, 
with or avithout the consent of all the 
children? In case the husband mar- 
ried agair is the second wife entitled 
to any part of the property left by 
the first wife? Is there any possible 
Way the second wife can obtain the 
property or any part of it except by 
consent of all the children? 

As administrator of his deceased 
wife’s estate does not the husband have 
to report to the surrogate? If so, how 
often? How long can he take in set- 
tling the estate? | 

The property is all in New York 
State and all interested parties reside 
there except one of the children. 

The husbahd is entitled to courtesy; 
that is to a life estate in the whole of 
the land; at his death che four children 
inherit equally. The husband cannot 
in dny way increase his interest in it. 
He cannot will the property because he 
has only an estate for life. In case of 
remarriage the second wife can have 
no sort of interest in the property, and 
there is no possible way to obtain any. 
As administrator the husband must re- 
port in regard to the personal property 
of his wife’s estate to the surrogate. 
A surrogate may require reports every 
three months. As to the ¢ime allowed 
for final settlement, this varies accord- 
ing to circumstances, diffi€ulty of col- 
lecting claims due the estate, etc. 


A. N. writes: A pensioner of ’61-66 
marries a woman in ’66. Is it necessary 
that she should prove the death or 
burial of her first husband and/“also of 
her last husband before she can obtain 
a@ pension? Or does the new law as 
published in The Times of March 19, 
1899, do aavay with proof of death or 
burial of first husband? 

There has been no change in this re- 
spect. She must prove her widowhood 
specifically now as before. 


‘A subscriber asks: Can you inform 
me of the necessary forms of partner- 
ship papers? Must these be stamped 
and witnessed, or is the signature of 
the two partners all that is necessary? 

Partnership agreements in writing 
for general ‘or special partnerships 
must be stamped. They do not need 
to be witnessed nor recorded. But 
they may be verbal as well as in writ- 
ing. Special partnerships must be 
by written articles signed and ack- 
nowledged before an officer and re- 
corded... But not otherwise witnessed. 
The certificates signed by the parties 
must state: 

(1.) The name of the firm. 

2.) Nature of the business. 

(3.) Names and residences of all 
the partners, specifying which are gen- 
eral and which age special partners. 

Amount of capital which each 
special partner has contributed to the 
common stock.

65 Cal. Rep. 255, the Supreme Court 


fheld that by the common law the right 


of the riparian proprietor to the flow 
of the stream is inseparably annexed 
to the soil. and passes with it, not as 
to an easement or appurtenance, but 
as a part and parcel of it. Use does 
not create the right, and disuse can- 
not destroy or suspend it. The right 
in each extends to the natural and 
usual flow of all the water, unless 
where the auantity has been dimin- 
ished as a consequence of the reason- 
able application to it by other riparian 
owners. 


R. B. writes: A man’s wife, while 
he was away from home: on business, 
sold all household furniture and went 
to Germany. writing that she was go- 
ing on a visit. Now, if she went on a 
visit. all right, but if she went there 
for the purpose of getting a divorce, 
can she get one, and can she keep 
the two small children who are United 
States citizens? If the husband of said 
wife should desire a divorce, can he 
xet one. and can he get his children?

This is a very strange 
case.. The parties have lived happily 
togethér for nine years; the wife was 
the onlv one of her family over here:

Instead of coming west to 
join her husband, she goes to Ger- 
manv and never lets him know until 
she is on the water. She went No- 
vember 28, 1898. She claims as her 
reason for not letting her husband 
know. that he would have objected to 
her taking her children. Now, the 
man has no desire for @ divorce unless 
he has to get one in order to get back 
his children so that théy may be with 


The desertion by the wife must con- 
tinue for two years before a divorce 
can be xgtranted you. She cannot ob- 
tain a divorce unless there is other 
cause which you have not stated. 

There ds no way of recovering the 
children available to you here, be- 
cause both the mother and children 
are beyond the jurisdiction of our 
courts. They can only be recovered 
by due proceedings in Germany, which 
would be costly and perhaps tedious.

L. R. M.: By the treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo, the United States stipu- 
lated for the protection of the rights 
of property of the inhabitants of the 
ceded territory. Independent of treaty 
stipulations the inhabitants were en- 
titled to sueh protection by the law of 
nations. The obligation thus devolved 
upon the government by the requisition 
of the country was political in its char- 
acter, and to be executed in such man- 
ner as it might judge expedient. To 
execute this obligation required an in- 
quiry into the nature and extent of the 
claims asserted to property at the 
date of the treaty. This ‘inquiry in- 
volved an investigation into the genu- 


ineness of the title papers of the pat- | 


entees, and an ascertainment of the 
quantity, location and boundary of the 
property claimed. The patent is the 
final act on the part of the government 
resulting from such inquiries, and as to 
all the matters of fact the law essen- 
tial to authorize its issuance it tim- 
parts absolute verity. It can only be 
vacated and set aside by direct pro- 
ceedings instituted by tHe authority 
of th e government. Until thus va- 
cated it is conclusive not only as _ be- 
tween the patentee and the government 
but between parties claiming in priv- 
ity with either by title subsequent.

_WARDNER (Idaho,) April 26.—The 
first shot has been fired and the place 
has. suddenly. been. turned into an 
armed camp. The strikers were in ses- 
sion all night long at their hall. At 
5:30 o'clock a compact body of men, 
headed by President Boyles, started up 
the cafion. They halted a short dis- 
tance from the Bunker Hill and Sulli- 
van mines. Soon after in little bunches 
came the non-union miners to go to 
work. They were stopped by the strik- 
ers, and Boyles urged them not to go 
to work. One or two of the non-union 
men tried to push through the crowd of 
strikers, but were forced back, with the 
remark that the union did not intend 
them to go to work. Then T. S. Mur- 
ray, a leader of.the strikers, pulled a 
big revolver, which he leveled at a 
buch of Bunker Hill employés. | 
“I tell you what the proposition is,” 
he shouted; “you walk down that hill 
inside of four mintes, or else go down 
some other way.” 
He drew his watch, and as he counted 
the seconds the working miners faltered 
and started down the hifl. A half 
dozen of them went into Black’s board- 
ing-house on the main street of the 
town. They were pursued into the 
house by strikers. 

“What will we do with them;”’ 
shouted somebody. 

“Run them down the cafion,” was 
the reply. With that they started the 
non-union men toward the foot of the 
town.

Wonders Accomplished ia the Train- 
ing of Parrots and Canaries. 

A school for improving the accom- 
plishments of parrots and other sing- 
ing birds whose early education has 
been neglected has been founded in 
Paris. Parrots are made to enlarge 
their vocabularies to a surprising de- 
gree, and it is said that.the range and 
vastly 
improved. Even the quality of the note 
produced by a given bird is modified, 
‘and it is claimed that actual beauty of 


tone can be taught—to a certain de-| 


gree—to a bird that is not specially 
gifted by nature, in the same way that 
many people who possess only half the 
attributes of a really artistic vocalist 


are saved from. utter failure by 


early..train-| 


ing of canaries “is,.begun in 
regular schools in Germany. The 
birds are usually taught in classes, 


andthe instruction is given in the form 
of regular courses, according to 4 
fixed system. In the finishing school 
in Paris the faculty is com of sev- 
eral experienced teachers. The gen- 
eral plan of instruction in the bird 
classes is comparatively simple. The 
easiest and most effective way has 
been found to be the repetition at 
stated times of the song or speech 
which the birds are to learn, until they 
become pearfectly familiar with it. 
Much of the art in training a bird is 
said to lie in the skill of selecting a 
song or sentence, as the case may be, 
which will catch the bird’s fancy, and 
interest it. When that is once done, 
the bird’s attention is concentrated as 
much as possible on the subject of the 
lesson, to the excluston of all oth- 
The power of bird memories is a 
very uneven quality. Some birds re- 
quire months, and even years, of train- 
ing to acquire a single theme. Oth- 
ers, again, are of astonishing versatil- 
ity. One bird of this up-to-date 
school, a parrot, can actually sing sev- 
eral verses from popular songs to pian- 
oforte accompaniment. The remarka- 
ble point of the performance is that 
not only does the bird pronounce the 
words of the songs correctly, but also 
sings the melody.in perfect tune at. 
the same time.

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FUTURE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


‘Washington dispatch quotes 


Cabinet officer as saying that the 
Cabinet has at no time discussed the 
subject of the future disposition of 
the Philippine Islands. This is, with- 
out doubt, an exactly true statement, 
literally and figuratively. The Pres- 
ident, in his address before the Home 
Market Club at Boston, took substan- 
tially the same ground—that the fu- 
ture of the islands is a question to 


“be decided in the future, and that the 


American people, in their collective 
capacity, must decide this question. 
It is not a question to be decided by 
the President, nor by the Cabinet, nor 
by any bureau or department of the 
government. It is a question which 
must be decided by the American 
people; and the public decision, un- 
der our form of government, must 
be rendered through Congress at the 
proper time. 

“It is the present,” said the Cab- 
inet officer above referred to, “that 
we are thinking of, and there is not 
the slightest intention of deviating 
from the present programme. I be- 
lieve it is the unanimous feeling of 
the Cabinet that nothing shall be de- 
cided as to the future status of the 
islands, until we have placed them 
satisfactorily under the control of the 
United States.’’ He further said that 
the government would employ every 


dollar and every man _ “necessary to 


bring the islands under the dominion 
of the United States, and that when 
the insurgents have recognized the 
power of the United States the ques- 
tion of their future status will be 
taken up and discussed. 

This is precisely the position which 
has all along been insisted upon by 
those who are qualified to speak for 
the administration. As THr TIMES 
has frequently. pointed out, there is 
but one living issue in connection 
with the Philippine problem at. the 
present time, and that is the suppres- 
insurrection and 
the restoration of peace and good or- 
der. While this issue remains un- 
determined, all other issues must 
wait. There can be no going backward, 
no withdrawal of our forces from the 
islands, until we have made Ameri- 
can authority supreme throughout the 
archipelago, and have established conf- 
ditions which will assure the safety 
of life and property. This is all there 
is to the “Philippine question,” in its 
immediate aspects, and it is the im- 
_perative duty of every loyal Amer- 
ican citizen to codperate to the extent 
of his ability in the bringing about of 
these much-desired results. | 

The flippant and foolish chatter of 
Bryan, Hoar, Altgeld, and _ others, 
against what they are pleased to 
term “the policy of imperialism,” 
may not, in a technical sense, be 
treasonable, but it comes very near 
to being trgasonable. Their criti- 
cisms of the administration are pre- 
mature, unwarranted, and inexcusable. 
Instead of endeavoring to embarrass 


the administration they should lend it’ 


their loyal aid in the present emer- 
gency, leaving to the future the de- 
termination of questions which have 
no relevancy at the present time. 


These men are criticising a policy 


which has in fact no existence, and 
in doing so they are simply making 
In their anx- 
fety to make political capital, or to 
exploit their individual ideas, they 
are lending aid and comfort to the 
men who are arrayed in armed hos- 
tility to the flag of their country. If 
this be not actual treason, it comes 
so near to it that the line of demar- 
cation is hardly perceptible. 

We can settle the Philippine prob- 
lem when we come to it. In the mean 
time, our first duty is to settle the 
Filipinos, and our brave boys in 
Luzon are doing that as fast and as 
effectively as could be expected under 
the circumstances.

GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 

While it must be admitted that the 
attitude of Germany toward the 
United States, since the beginning of 
the war with Spain, has been in some 
respects open to criticism, on the 
other hand there appears to be a man- 
ifest disposition in cértain quarters 
to exaggerate the trouble and create 
unnecessary friction between the two 
countries. THE TIMES recently _re- 
ferred to the apparently well-founded 
report that a German planter in Sa- 
moa had instigated the recent upris- 
ing of natives there, in the course of 
which several English and American 
sailors were killed .There appears to 
be little doubt that this statement was 
well founded, and it was afterward an- 
nounced that the German had been 
arrested. A more recent and more 
serious report, published in the tele- 
graph columns of Tur TIMES yesterday, 
is, however, denounced as a fake. Ac- 
cording to this statement, the captain 
of the German man-of-war Falke had 
been “arrested” on board his vessel, 
the WMfritish ship Porpoise and the 
United States vessel Philadelphia tak- 
ing positions on each side of the Ger- 
man warship, and threatening to blow 
it out of the water, in case it should 
move. The story might easily be 
recognized as a canard on the face of 
it. The arresting of the commander 
of one warship by another is an ab- 
surdity, unknown in naval tactics. 
While individual Germans in Samoa 
may have sympathized with and lent 
assistance to the forces which are 
fighting the United States and Eng- 
land, there is nothing, so far, to show 
that the German government has au- 
thorized or approved any such actions. 
On the contrary, the authorities at 
Berlin have apparently shown every 
disposition to bring about a peaceful 
and satisfactory settlement of the dis- 
pute. , 

It is not at all likely that these two 
great nations; Germany and the Vaited 
States, will come to blows over such 
a miserably inadequate cause as the 
squabble between rival factions of 
half-civilized natives in a small Pa- 
cific island. It is true that, in the past, 
bloody wars have been declared and 
waged for years over matters still 
less important than this. The world 
is, however, growing somewhat wiser, 
and then, again, a war nowadays, with 
all the formidable weapons of de- 
struction at the command of great na- 


tions, is a far more terrible thing 
than it has been in the past. Another 
reason for believing that there ts no 
danger of serious trouble between the 
United States and Germany on account 
of Samoa is the certainty that, in such 
case, Germany would have to deal with 
England, as well as with the United 
States, and seamen of the two coun- 
tries having already fought shoulder 
to shoulder and shed their blood on 
island. Germany will certainly 
think several times before precipitat- 
ing a combat with the two greatest 
powers of the world, especially when 
those nations ask only what is just, and 
in accordance with treaty agreements. 

Meantime, conservative American 
citizens and conservative American 
papers should discourage, as much as 
possible, the publication and discus- 
sion of baseless rumors, which can 
only serve to breed ill-feeling between 
the United States and a _ country 
which has contributed so many ster- 
ling citizens to our population, thou- 
sands of whom have sealed their loy- 
alty to their adopted country wit 
their blood. 


CREATURES OF THE IMAGINATION. 

The rescue of Cuba was long de- 
ferred, and the hand of the avenger 
was stayed until a large and promis- 
ing part of the inhabitants of the isl- 
and had been sacrificed upon. the 
altar of liberty, by the potent action 
of creatures of the imagination. The 
arm of the rescuer was _ palsied 
through fear of terrible apparitions 
which arose like smoke from _ the 
mysterious bottle described in the 
“Arabian Nights,” and then assumed 
the attitude of “innocuous desuetude.” 
Creatures of the imagination ‘robbed 
our. people of much of the credit they 
would have won had they but taken 
the inevitable step, for the emancipa- 
tion of Cuba, before the recurrence 
of that awful chapter on reconcen- 
trados. 

When the pitiful cry of the Cubans 
fell upon the sympathetic ears of the 
American people, when the mother’s 
blood was freely mingled with that of 
her tender babe, when the commis- 
sioned assassin pursued with devilish 
glee his awful work, when the fiend 
pursued the people with bloody sword 
and prepared human food for jackals 
and vultures, there was a quick re- 
sponse, like that of Samuel of old: 
“Here am I.” Yet the creature of 
imagination, stalking forth like a 
specter of the night, replied: ‘Down, 
vassal, down!’’ When the cry of woe 
and despair came louder and louder 
from across the southern seas, the 
American patriots, those post-grad- 
uates of the school of liberty, re- 
echoed the reply in stentorian tones: 
“Here am I.” But the sheeted form 
stretching forth its bony arm repeated 
the command: 
loving dogs; ‘down, I say!” — 


When 


broad Atlantic, there was a third re- 
sponse, louder and more emphatic 
than before: “Here am I.” And again 
the dreadful form reiterated the warn- 
ing: “Begone, and disturb not the 
revel of death!” When the American 
people awaited, sword in hand, to 
averige the foul butchery of those 
who were neither kith nor kin, the 
creatures of a distorted imagination 
suggested the payment-of a large sum 
to redeem the tortured victims. And 
yet, long before, the wretched Cubans 
had paid the awful ransom, the price 
of liberty, by large, Shylock-measures 
of warm, impoverished blood, and 


quivering flesh. 


When Justice was crying out in the 
streets, when Mercy was tugging fran- 
tically at the ‘heart strings of the 
American people, when hope was 
striving to illumine the pathway to 
liberty, the creatures of imagination 
rose up, like the witch of Endor, 
phantoms in horrible shape.: - Visions 
of yellow fever, swamp fever, small- 
pox, and a thousand distressing 
evils rose up before the distorted 
imagination, and were magnified by 
the fervid appeals of weak-kneed mar- 
plots, masquerading in the robes of 
patriots. Yet when the supreme mo- 
ment arrived, when our great. com- 
mander-in-chief gave the order to ad- 
vance, all of these hideous creatures 
of the imagination, with a shrill wail 
of despair, sank deep into the pool 
of oblivion. When the critical time 
arrived, when the agencies of rescue 
were ready for exertion, then the 
genius and strength: of purpose of 
Shafter and Wheeler, of Wood and 
Roosevelt, with the valiant Rough 
Riders, of imperishable fame, were 
ready for the great exigency. As upon 
land, so upon Sea; despite the warn- 
ing of the “sheeted dead” the courage 
of Sampson and Schley, of Hobson 
and Powell, were fully equal to any 
emergency. When the Spanish fleet 
at Manila was awaiting an order to 
descend upon the Pacific Coast, the 
mighty genius of Dewey was a God- 
send to our people, and the shattered 
hulks of a dozen Spanish cruisers, re- 
posing at the bottom of the harbor 
at Manila, are silent yet eloquent ex- 
ponents of the sublime skill, the de- 
cision of character, and matchless 
energy of one to whom neither the 
phantom of sunken mines, nor the 
‘dreadful fate of the Maine could 
swerve from the pathway of duty and 
right action. 

The same unfortunate conditions 
which prevailed in Cuba a year ago 
now confront us in the Philippines. 
The scene of action is simply shifted 
from the West to the East Indies. 
Despite the frightful ogres raised by 
the fervid imagination, despite the

rible assegias; despite even the Han- 
nibal-like generalship, the energy and 
courage of the dread monarch, Agui-

naldo, our brave troops in the Phil- 
ippines have faltered not in the least.

FOREST FIRES—A DRASTIC REMEDY. 

_\ A copy, reteived from Washington, 
of the report of the acting superin- 
tendent of the Yosemite National 
Park, shows that much work has been 
‘done in that government reservation 
during the past year. The actifig su- 
perintendent reports that he has had 
eleven men engaged as forest agents, 
for the purpose of dispelling, t 
passers. During the time they were 
in the field, from June 25 to September 
1, they expelled from the park 189,550 
sheep, 350 horses, 1000 cattle’ and 
‘captured twenty-seven firearms. Af- 
ter September 1, a force of soldiers 
took the place of the civilian rangers, 
and during September expelled 24,500 
sheep from the park. 

In addition to this work, there were 
numerous forest fires to contend with, 
some of which made great headway. 
The acting superintendent makes 4 
number of recommendations, some of 
which are of interest to other govern- 
ment reservations in Californta, out- 
side of the Yosemite. He suggests that 
‘Congress should enact a law attach- 
ing a penalty for trespassing upon the 
national parks, and that some officer 
connected with the government of the 
-park be given the same powers as are 
now vested in the United States. com- 
missioners, so that trials may be had 
as speedily as possible after the ap- 
prehension of the trespassers; that. 
Congress should extinguish the titles 
which now subsist in individuals to 
lands within the park limits, and. that 
the roads which have been constructed 
for the purpose of accommodating the 
general: public who wish to visit the 
park, should be owned by the govern- 
ment. 

The acting superintendent then goes 
on to make the following remarkable 
suggestion in regard to the forest 
fires: ~ 

the matter of the prevention of- 
forest fires, from conversations had 
with old mountaineers, men who have: 
lived in the Sierras since the fifties, 
who have been constant observers of 
the conditions there, and who are 
deeply interested in the preservation 
of the forests in the national parks, as 
well as the national reservations, I 
have concluded that the policy here- 
tofore pursued by the government, 
looking ,to the prevention of fires al- 
together, is erroneous. Since the Yo- 
semite Park was established, great ef- 
forts have been made by each superin- 
tendent to prevent fires altogether, and 
when they have started, to prevent 
their spread. The consequence of this 
is that the floors of the mountains and 
the valleys have become covered by 
decaying pine needles and cones and 
the leaves of the deciduous trees to 
a depth of from twelve to eighteen 
inches; in addition, many trees have 
fallen and are now decaying, and the 
whole mass is highly inflammable. 
The, consequence is that. when fires 


nexé to impossible to control them at 
ll,gand@the trees in the track of a fire 
are. destroyed. Prior to the inaugu- 
ration of the present policy, fires. oc- 
curred almost every year in all parts 
of the forest—in fact, they were fre- 
quently set by the Indians, but there 
was so little accumulation on the 
ground that they were in a great mea- 
sure harmless, and did not in any 
sense retard the growth of the forest. 

“I therefore think it would be well 
to consider whether or not the policy 
of the government had not better be 
reverse: 1d, instead of efforts to pre- 
vent fii... a systematic burning had 
not better be indulged. There is not 
to be found now in the whole forest 
any tree of great magnitude which has 
not upon it the marks of fire, yet the 
trees have in no wise been seriously 


“It may be that this radical method 
might be a good one for the Yosemite 
Park, but we hope that the govern- 
ment will not think of adopting any 
such system for the forest reserva- 
tions in California, in general, until 
they have made a thorough and care- 
ful examination of the facts. Califor- 


and it has happened, before this, that 
things have been done by officials there 
under an éntire misapprehension of 
the conditions which prevail in this 
section. Our people should, therefore, 
be on their guard, or the first thing 
they know there may come an order 
from the Department of the Interior 
to set fire to all the forests in the San 
Gabriel and San Bernardino ranges, 
as a means of protecting them.

SENATE WOULD NOT SEAT HIM, 
SAYS SENATOR PERKINS. 
The Governor’s lll-timed Fling not 
Relished by the Senator, but No 
Retort Required, Considering 
Time and Piace. 


Senator Perkins was seen at San 
Pedro yesterday and asked his opinion 
of the attitude of the Senate on the 
appointment of Quay -to that body by 


Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania and the |. 


appointment of Dan Burns from this 
State, should Gov. Gage decide to 
make it. He said: 

“I can only give you my opinion, as 
based.on previous actions by ¢he Senate 
in similar cases, and in my judgment 
the precedents established in the cases 
of Washington, Montana and Oregon 
will be followed. Of course, in cases 
where the Senator from a State dies 
or resigns it is the practice for the 
Governor to appoint to fill the vacancy, 
and the Senate always recognizes such 
appointments as binding. But the 
eory is that when a Legislature fails 
to make an appointment, the fault 
lies with the State, and the appointee 
is not recognized as entitled to a seat 
in the Senate. When the case from 
Oregon came up in the Senate, I fa- 


_vored seating the appointee, because I 


felt that the circumstances were some- 
what different than in the other cases. 
The Legislature of that State had 
failed to organize, and consequently did 
not,reach the matter of voting upon a 
Senator. But the Senate decided that 
the fault was in the State and refused 
to seat the appointee. I consider that 
much stronger case than the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Quay by Gov. Stone. 
I cannot see how the Senate can seat 
him without reversing its decision, and 
I consider the possible appointment of 
Mr. Burns in the 3 light. 

‘As a matter of fact, my ‘opinion is 
that Gov. Stone thhad no idea that Mr. 
Quay would be given a seat in the 
Senate. He probably felt that the ap- 
pointment would be in the nature of a 
compliment and a public recognition 
of his having been cleared from the 
serious charges which have been rest- 
ing upon him.” 

It was evident that the Senator was 
smarting under the lash which Gov. 
Gage applied to him from the speakers’ 
stand at San Pedro yesterday. A num- 
ber of his friends had been “‘jollying”’ 
him, and to these remarks he an- 
sweréd each time with a smile and a 
joke. When he was asked by a Times 
nepresentative in regard to the matter, 
however, he said that he felt that the 
Governor’s remarks were uncalled for, 


and while he had had a splendid op-. 


portunity to retaliate, he felt that it 
would not be gentlemanly ¢o do so, 
and he let the matter go by. 

“As to Senators obeying the reuest 
of constitutents,” said he, “they have a 
right ¢o wrap their authority about 
them if they choose and disregard the 
wishes of their constituents, but it 
seems to me that that policy is hardly 
in accordance with American ideas.”

Ail the way up from San Miguel these 
smokes had followed. them as the 
watchers signaled for a gathering of 
the tribes to beat off those “great white. 
birds bearing on their backs men with 
white faces."" Yesterday San Pedro 
>was again en fete, but the smoke that 
ascended from where Point Firmin lies 
“Like the paw of a couchant lion upon 
the green meadoavs of a peaceful sea” 
marked the signal fires of a welcoming 
feast for the host of invaders that 


that Cabrillo pronounced ‘a very good 
and safe port’’ 357 years ago, and San 
Pedro. waited through all ‘those 
years against the time when the world 
should recognize the correctness of the’ 
judgment of that Portuguese naviza- 
tor; but the welcome was none the less 
hearty, though so long delayed, as it 
was the intention to make it such as 
tradition has handed down since the 
time when. every Southern California 
host received his guest with: “My 
house is yours, sefior,” and it was. 

And the guests descended in squads, 
platoans, companies, regiments and 

rigades; on foot, on horseback, in 
carriages, wagons, railway coaches and 
steamers, and every conveyance was 
loaded riot only to the guards but the 
“gun’'l’s."”

000 and 20,000. The ease and rapidity 
with which the multitude was han- 
died, without an accident, added greatly 
to the enjoyment and earned for the 
different managements general com- 
mendation. The steamers Hermosa and 
Falcon ferried passengers via the Ter- 
minal from the island.to the mainland.

‘When the signal of President McKin- 
ley was received at Terminal station, 
Corporal Altman and Trooper Ken- 
nédy, detailed for that purpose, fired 
a dynamite bomb, which signal was re- 
peated by Corporal Sebastian and 
Trooper Rodney on Point Firmin, and 
in answer to the last signal clouds 
of white steam bourgeoned from . the 
tug, but long before the sound of the 
whistle reached the watching thou- 
sands the barge was seen to list to port 
and white spray dashing high in air 
was the signal for a ringing cheer 
which ran along the mile of living 
fringe on the bluff. 

Then somebody said ‘‘barbecue,” and 
the happy crowd trudged back again | 
over the long mile to town, constanilv 
meeting thousands of late arrivals. who 
turned back with good-natured jests 
to reinforce the charge cn the feaSt. 
Then began the few ‘-narmurs of coin- 
plaint; the programmes stated that the- 
barbecue would be at Fourth and San 
Pedrg streets, and, the universal and 
burning question was ‘where is Fourth 
and San Pedro street?” No one knew, 


swallowed in the human vortex that: 
surged and swirled through the streets 
on a voracious hunt for that ‘15,000 
pounds of roast beef’’ and when it was 
learned that the feast was fully a mile 
and a half away, up hill and down 
dale, despair settled on a few, for the 
limited number of ’busses could not 
handle one-twentieth part of the guests 
even at the modest sum of “four bits’ 
for the round trip. However, the 
multitude had the underhold on its 
good nature, and started on the long 
tramp, but many, especially women 
and children, gave it up and turned 
back.

From the bluff, 
where a majority witnessed the dump- 
ing of rock, across lots to the site of, 
the barbecue was less than a mile, but 
no one seemed to be aware of the fact. 
although a garrison flag on a sixty-foot 
staff and a detachment of F Company 
with a field piece were doing their best 
to attract the people’s attention in that 
direction. In ignorance they tramped 
back over the mile base, then the mile 
and a half perpendicular of a right- 
angled triangle, whereby, owing to the 
topography of that locality, if they had

But once on the ground what a sight: 
it was the greatest thing of he Bind 
ever held in California. Huge tables’ 
arranged in the form of a parallelogram 
each side of which was 600 feet long and 
the ends 250 feet, making one table°1700 
feet, one-third of a mile, long if placed | 
end to end. Inside this parallelogram 
were the °sixteen pits in which the 
beeves were rosted, the bean pots ten 
feet long five feet deep and four feet 
wide, with thirty-galion coffee boilers 
everywhere. The endless table was 
covered with white muslin, and every 
eighteen inches on each side were placed 
knife, fork and spoon, tin cup and 
paper plate. The whole was inclosed by 
a barbed wire trocha, tight and strong,

Down at the southwest corner just

In front of each 
entrance a great mob was massed, 
and all around that five-acre field the 
people stood from four to a dozen deep. 
when the pits were uncovered and the 
rich odor of that. barbecued-beef drifted 
into and permeated through that crowd, 
well, a record of the remarks addressed 
to the carvers and small army of wait- 
ers would be interesting reading. 

Some fellow half-way up the hfll that 
rose like an amphitheater behind the 
tables had an old bugle, and every few 
moments he blew an improvised eall. 
The crowd was not well up on the tech- 
nique of bugle ¢alls, but every one 
thought of course it meant “eat,” and 
they surged, only to be stopped ‘like the 
waves on the beach below by that thick 
blue line. As watch hands passed 12 
o'clock, those on the ground became. 
little more restless as they glanced 
back and saw thousands still trooping 
over the dill and descending. They did 
not know that in those underground 
ovens were-thirty head of beef cattle, 
4000 pounds of frijoles (Mexican ‘beans,) 
while on the tables were 2500 gallons of

DUMPING THE ROCK. 


Automatic Barge Fails to. Do Just 
What Was 
e operation of dumping a 10a 
thereby actually commencing 
the harbor work was -not so. 
ful as it had been hoped that it would. 
be, ‘but the result furnished. valuable 
information for ‘later construction on 

wall. 
rhe first load of rock to fall on as 
breakwater site was brought fromthe 
Catalina quarry early 
ing. The contractors obtaine h 
rock at considerable inconvenience to 
themselves, because of the land crt 
chinery not being in position at the 
quarry. The weight of the load on 
the barge yesterday is unofficially es- 

600 tons. 
= tae Hercules towed the loaded 
to. its position 
moored it there, the tug 
going into the inner harbor and vo 
maining till aout an hour before the 
time for discharging the barge. Con- 
tractor E. Heldmaier and General Su- 
perintendent J. W. Wyckoff * went out 
in a launch and, Assistant Superinten- 
dent J. S. Anunsen went out on the 
Hercules. That tug steamed to a po- 
sition south of the barge, dropped an- 
chor and passed a line to. the bow of 
the barge.

That scheme id not accomplish the 
desired end, and a heavy line was made 
fast to a lot of the top rock and picked 
up by the tug Hercules. The tug gave 
several strohg pulls from the lower side 
of the barge, but only a little of the 
rock was dislodged. That ended the 
efforts to remove the rock by mechani- 
cal means,-and the men’ were put at 
work dropping it off a piece at a time. 
Mr. Heldmaier himself lent a hand with 
the others. The work was continued last 
evening and was probably finished by 
daylight. ‘ 

The barge which failed to com- 
pletely dump yesterday is one of two 
which were recently constructed at 
Terminal Island by the contractors. It 
is 136 feet long, has thirty-six feet 
breadth of beam, and is ten feet from 
deck. to keel. It draws two feet of 
water when empty, and about eight 
feet when -loaded. The water com- 
partments. are-on the starboard side, 
just underneath the deck. There are 


four of them, and each is 6x7%x24 feet. |

AT THE SPEAKERS’ STAND. - 
Addresses Delivered to a Throng of 
Many Thousands. 
From the town over to the speakers’

GOV. HENRY T. GAGE. 

“T am pleased to greet so large a 
number of my fellow-citizens, who are 
gathered here today to celebrate, by 
public jubilee, the material progress of 
the work of improvement upon the 
deep-sea harbor of San Pedro. 

“Commerce demands from nations 
for their full development ocean com- 
munication as well as overland rail- 
Ways, and to encourage commerce the 
deep-sea carriers require that safe and 
convenient havens be maintained. 

“On account of the many and varied 
industries and products of this southern 
portion of our State; the proximity 
of our territory to the fertile soi! of 
Mexico; the lately-annexed Sandwich 
Islands, almost in a direct ocean line 
westward from San Pedro; the Philip- 
pine possessions ceded by Spain, and 
over which now floats, and over which 
forever ought to float, the victorious 
American flag, and the prospect of an 
early opening of the interoceanic canal 
at Nicaragua, affording an eastern 
outlet to our trade incident to our 
newly-acquired territory in the Far 
West, we may well be assured of a 
great commercial future for Southern 
California. 

“The corner-stone of commerce of 
this part of the- State is now aus- 
piciously laid by the actual work of 
this harbor improvement for which you 
have so long and anxiously waited. 

“In this hour of your jubilee, ex- 
pressive of your happiness ‘upon the 
outcome of your struggle for a deep- 
sea harbor, it affords me the highest 
gratification as your fellow-citizen to 
greet here today that able, honorable, 
independent and distinguished gentle- 
man, Hon, Stephen M. White (lately 
our Senator in Congress) and to add 
my tribute of respect to the ability, 
energy and labors which he unselfishly 
bestowed in our behalf, and which cul- 
minated in the selection by the national 
government of this splendid bay as a 
place for a great southern port. Sen- 
ator White, an ideal public servant, 
was fully awake to your need for this 
harbor, and he therefore always readily 
responded: to your just and earnest

An unrestricted ocean highway from 
this port north, south and west will in- 
vite to these shores in exchange for 
our commodities the surplus avealth 
of the north, the riches of: the Orient 
and the exuberant products of the 
tropics. 7 

“Our famers, fruit-growers and mer- 
chants, now embarrassed for want of 
proper harbor facilities in the cheap 
exportation of their merchandise and 
fruit and food products, will soon more 
readily satisfy their commercial fieces- 
sities by free competition in the great 
marts of the East. 


there will follow the creation of new 
factories and industries and the rec- 
ee and cultivation of our arid 
ands. 

“To those of us who have watched 
the growth of this country from a 
stock range and a small group of 
seattered villages to highly cultivated 
farms, magnificent orchards, studded 
here and’ there with busy towns and 
populous cities, it is not too much now 
to expect, even in our lifetime, that 
this little city of San Pedro will, with 
the progress of trade, blossom into an 
industrial metropolis, and a_ great 
storehouse and extensive shipping point 
for the products of Southern California, 
and with this expectation I express 
my sincere wish that you avho share to- 
day in this jubilee may all live to be- 
hold that prosperous and joyous era.”

EX-SENATOR WHITE. | 


Following the address of Gov. Gage 
Mr. Davis paid a glowing tribute to 
ex-Senator Stephen M. White, in in- 
troducing the former legislator. Ex- 
Senator White spoke as follows: 
‘Ring ye the bels, ye young men of the 

towne, 

And leave your wonted labors for thie day; 
This day is holy; doe ye write it downe, 

That ye forever it remember may.”’ : 

“Fellow-citizens: Great military tri- 
umphs have in all age, sometimes 
justly, sometimes without reason, been 
succeeded by elaborate displays and 
long and loud applause, including the 
many forms through which men have 
exhibited their enthusiastic satisfac- 
tion—their indescribable delight. Not 
only: did the conquerors of antiquity 
rejoice in this way, but we find that 
our present able Governor has declared 
a holiday that we may fittingly call 
the world’s attention and that of pos- 
terity to the magnitude and splendor 
of the achievement of Dewey and his 
gallant “pfticers and men—heroes who 
consecrated to deathless fame the bat- 
tle of Manila Bay. But however majes- 
tic these achievements, yet in numer- 
ous instances many of their incidents 
are susceptible of justification only in 
so far as they have been essential to 
promote civilization, to defend it from 
direct encroachment. No one fails to 
regret the loss of life and property 
which wart involves, the sacrifices and 
sorrows thus begotten. It is for fhis 
reason that a mere whim or momen- 
tary desire for conquest cannot be the 
basis of rational approval, but that, 
as I have said, there must be some- 
thing virtuous in the commencement 
and beneficial in the product. We are 
here to celebrate the commencement 
of a work, destined to last, when we 
and ours are gone—the benefits of 
which only one endowed with prophesy 
by divinity can for a moment attempt 
to enumerate. I refer to the building 
of the San Pedro breakwater by the 
government. The undertaking is cer- 
tain to culminate in a harbor not only 
fitted’ for local.commerce or coastwise:

Daily Mail of January 3, 1899, declares 
‘In England, we fully recognize that 
in America we have to compete with a 
country of unlimited natural resources. 
iINothing could be more remarkable 
than the statistics of the recent ex- 
ports of American merchandise.’ The 
same newspaper . continues: The 
United States now ranks a good second 
among the exporting nations. What 
the approaching century has in store 
for her can only be approximately 
guessed. As a producer of iron and 
steel she is already beating everybody. 
The enormous contracts stecl 
which have gone to the United States 
lately from all parts of the.world tell 
their own tale. Moreover, she is send- 
ing nuts and bolts to Birmingham and 
neighborhood at a price which would 
enable merchants to buy them and re- 
export them at a profit to other coun- 
tries. Then we are told that a’ big 
trade is springing up in American bed- 
steads. ‘This was a trade in which 
Birmingham at one time had the prac- 
tical monopoly’. | 

“A very significant statement is con- 
tained in A 
(April, 1899,) emanating from our Con- 
sul, Mr. Halsted, and which ought not 
to be without consolation to our rail- 
road friends here; which is as follows: 
‘In the news columns of the Mail the 
statement appears that the freight 
from Pittsburgh to Boston, 400 miles, 
was the same as from Liverpool to 
Birmingham, some ninety-seven miles. 


periodical contribution that as far ‘as 
the commodity in question is concerned 
the freight charges from Pittsburgh to 
Boston amounted to about $2.50 per 
ton. The ocean charges ahout the 


entry to Birmingham about the same, 
making $7.50 a ton as the entire cost 
of transmission from Pittsburgh to 
Boston, across the Atlantic, and thence 
to Birmingham. It is useful to study 
these figures.’ 
“In the report made by the Craig- 


sult of the possible construction of the 
deep-water harbor as follows: 

“‘By far the most important aspect 
of this subject, however, is its relation 
to the probable future development of 
the deep-sea commerce of the country. 
Heretofore the Asiatic trade has nat- 
urally gone to San Francisco, but it 
has been pointed out that the con- 
struction of the Canadian and North- 
ern Pacific railroads has introGuced 
two competitors for the overland trans- 
portation of the Asiatic commerce. 
Two through lines, the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Santa Fé systems, cross 
the continent from Los Angeles at 
much lower elevations than the north- 
ern lines, and also connect the Pacific 
with the Gulf of Mexico, and their op- 
eration is never obstructed by snow or 
ice. If a safe, accessible, and con- 
venient harkor for deep-draft véssels 
existed on the southern coast these 
would appear to be the most favorable 
lines for the transportation of Asiatic 
and Australian commerce. 

‘Should the Nicaragua Canal becom- 
pleted the importance of the proposed 
harbor will become still greater. At 
the present time the most convenient 
course for sailing vessels coming 
around the Horn is to go out into the 
mid-Pacific and strike the trade winds 
to make the port ‘of San Francisco. 


by steam vessels of moderate draft, 
which will move north along the coast 
and seek; the nearest favorable and 
convenient port from which their 
freight can reach its market. 

. **A deep-water harbor on the south- 
ern coast would thus receive the Asi- 
atic and Australian freights for ship- 
ment over the most favorable trans- 
continental lines, accommodate a large 
part of the commerce passing through 
the Nicaragua Canal which now goes 
around the Horn, and finally furnish 
a port of shipment and supply not only 
for the productive territory in its im- 
mediate vicinity, but. also for the great 
interior plateau reached by the south- 
ern railways beyond the mountain 
ranges. Considering, therefore, the 
probable needs of commerce in the near 
future, the board is of the opinion thar 
the proposed deep-water harbor is of 
high national~~importance and _ well 
worthy of construction by the general 
-gwovernment.’ 

» “These suggestions evince the im- 
portance of an improvement hereto- 
fore manifested, which signifies duty 
done... Los Angeles is now practically 
united as to this harbor. Many times 
the efforts of our best citizens have 
been negatived and destroyed because 
of our uncertainty. The extreme 
East and the South maintain supre- 
macy, for the people are devoted to 
each other, and in the cause of the 
several sections to which they belong. 
In party contention, in the efforts of 
this man and that to win renown are 
found some of the reasons for our suf- 
ferings; the accountability for our 
woes. Devotion to the truth we all 
profess, but do we follow such an 
even ideal. Have we ever made 
the announcement that we will sup- 
port -and defend faithful public 
cers? My experience—not personally- — 
but as a‘matter of investigation, is 
that we are prompt to detect defects 
in those who are honest, and slow to 
censure folly in the unjust. The 
ribald jests of those mailed in irre- 
sponsibility will not for a minute, or 
at all, influence sensible men, yet the 


j able, truthful will ever pay the debt 


contracted by hyprocrisy and inaninity. 
There is another feature of this mag- 
nificent outpouring which cannot be 
allowed to pass unnoticed. I refer to 
the exhibition of the sentiment which 
is here so strikingly manifested. We 
have no captive triumphal trains; we 
enjoy enormous trade balances. We 
glory in no Roman show whose man- 
acled men and women graced a bar- 
barian holiday—the one to be the food 
of beasts—the other the toy of men. 
Our best victories are those of peace. 

This harbor improvement means 
progress, the weakening of ties of serf- 
dom, the solving of those many intri- 
cate issues affecting our vitality, and 
upon the solution ‘of which has de- 
pended many a public affair. 

“Without reference to party we must 
stand by our flag. Grievous error may 
attend the domination of this party or 
that, but the most obvious trouble lies 
in our failure to meet the forms of eter- 
nal truth which iite:ior motives vainly 
seek to hide under the evolutionary 
tendencies of the hour. The struggle 
for popularity; the hope to escape in- 
dictment and win applause seem to be 
the dominating elements of the mo. 
ment. Whatever may be the accepted 
thesis of the time; whatever may be 
considered as the vredominating tenet 
of the moment, it is indisputable that 
we can never rise 10 greatness unless 
we have some evid2nec indicating the 
permanency of our exertions. 

“The Canitol at’ Washington is ad- 
mired of the world. Its wondi?rful dis- 
plays attract. the attontion of civiliza- 
tion. The National Library challenges 
comparson and remains without a peer. 
The Acropolis was to Athens what the 
United States library under its con- 
secration is to the city of Washington. 
Men and women die; parties pass, dy- 
nasties are obliterated, but deeds of 
honor, honesty and charity /ndure 
without reference to the favors of 
kings, the smiles of mobs or/’the ac- 
claim of truculent aspirants for place. 
Art and science are perpetuated re- 
gardles of party triumph. We are un- 
able to describe the process which re- 
sulted in the pyramids of Egypt; we 
cannot tell whence came those enor-

SENATOR GEORGE C. PERKINS. 
Senator Perkins was introduced by 
Chairman Davis as one of the Wwar- 
horses in the campaign for a free har- 
bor. .The Senator said:

We have had the greetings of 
our honorable Governor, the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the great State, who voices 
the sentiment of the people of every 
section of the commonwealth. This 
sentiment is uniform, wether of the 
people who are here because of their 
own volition or because of circum- 
stances over which they had no con- 
trol. Wherever you may go the world 
over, you will find no fairer spot than 
this land of fruit and flowers, and it 
is well worthy of all the efforts which 
we can put forth for its improvement. 

‘"The honorable Senator with whom I 
have worked during the past few 
years and I have differed on political 
lines, but we have worked with but 
one general object in view; the happi- 
ness of the whole people. . 

“Today we are here to witness the 
dumping of the first rocks in a harbor 
which is destined to shelter thousands 
of ships in the years which are to 
c , and which has had the support 
in Congress of every member of the 
Pacific Coast delegation but one,’ and 

ch has won the support of the en- 
‘tire coast because of the manifested 
interest of the people.in this great en- 
terprise. Think what a wonderful State 
this is, with -its area of 157,000 square 
miles. It is as long as from the north- 
ern limit of Massachusetts to a point 
twenty miles south of Charleston, 
South Carolina. With such a long 
‘stretch of coast, there is no chance for 
ealousy between the ports. There is 
no more room for rivalry between San 
Pedro and San Diego, for instance, 
than there is between New York and 
Philadelphia. There is enough room in 
this matchless State for us all. In 
California there is a population of but 
nine ons to the square mile, while 
in the Philippine Islands, which it is 
proposed to annex to this country, there 
is a population of 85 persons to the 
square mile. Then think of the match- 
resources of the State. Leok. 
upon the scene béfore you, which has 
been recreated by the efforts of an in- 
telligent people who found this land a 
prairie and have developed all the signs 
of civilization. Think of the achieve- 
ments of the last twenty years and 
then think of the future. It was said 
that this breakwater would cost the 
nation $8,000,000, and the contract has 
been let for something over one mil- 
lion. The residue of the $3,000,000 ap- 
propriated should now be devoted to 
improvement of the inner harbor by 
dredging and other necessary work. 

“When this harbor is completed,’ you 
will need machine shops, and other 
great enterprises, and they will come 
within the next twenty years, and 
your boys will be learning trades for 
the building up of a merchant marine 
to put an end to the burden of $200,- 
000,000, which we are paying annually 
to foreign countries for transporting 
our merchandise and our people who 
are traveling about the world. These 
foreign countries had built up their 
merchant marine through the aid of 
subventions, subsidies and mail subsi- 
dies. Why cannot America give a 
few million dollars annually to create 
a merchant marine through similar 
means? When that has been done, you 
will have here machine shops, ship 
yards and other enterprises, and the 
farmers of the country will be given 
ithe task of supplying the laborers 
with the necessaries of life. We must 
educate our boys to become sailors. 
We have started on this with our train- 
ing ships, where boys are given the 
of an education and fitted 
to beco m rs of merchant ships 
at the age of 20 years. The future of 
this country is laden with great pos- 
sibilities along such lines. Twenty 
years ago there was no citrus fruit 
shipped from the State, but last year 
you shipped 18,065 carloads of ten tons 
each of citrus fruit, with other fruiis 
to bring the total up to 57,000 carloads, | 
besides what we consumed. and what 
was shipped by sea, and to this can: 
be added. 20,000 carloads of wine an‘! | 
brandy. while millions of tons of | 
grain is to’ be accounted for in the | 
shipments from California. When the

rates, and there can be no cheap 
freight without competition. If my 
colleague, Senator White, were the only 
attorney in this section, generous as he 
is, what do you suppose you would 
have to pay for law? The best regi- 
lator of transportation rates in the 
world is a little schooner plying up 
an ‘the coast: All reasonable 
people believe in railroads, but we be~ 
lieve that they should be so regulated 
that they shall not become monopo- 
lies. now have railroads en- 
tering Southern California, and within 
ten years we will have two more.

HISTORICAL SKETCH.

Col. Houghton at one 
time represented this district in Con- 
gress, and he has for many years been 
one of the most zealous champions of 
the development of the bay, having 
first conceived the idea of the break- 
water in 1868, soon after which he in- 
terested ex-Mayor Workman, Gov. 
Downey and Col. Banning in the en- 
terprise. His address contained many 
references to the details of the history. 
He said that he placed a higher opin- 
ion on the utility of the harbor an 
even the other speakers, as he believed 
that the opening of a free harbor would 
mean benefit to the commerce of the 
whole country, thus making it a truly 
national enterprise. ‘ 
‘WILL A HARRIS. 

As W. A. Harris was presented to the 
crowd its members, at least a great 
many of them, had started toward the 
barbecue grounds, in answer to a bugle 
call which summoned the throngs to 
the table, It was thus doubtless which 
caused the attorney to open his address 
with the following: ‘You have been 
told by the distinguished speakers who 
have preceded me that the fight for the 
work which we celebrate today has 
taken up seven years, and I want to say 
to you that while there are distin- 
guished speakers to follow me, the 
speech-making will not occupy a similar 
length of time.

But after we have labored seven years 
for our harbor, our father-in-law, Col- 
lis, wanted to give us nothing. 

“We are met on the shores of the 
great ocean to celebrate the most im- 
portant event in the history of South- 
ern California. The vast multitude 
here gathered is an evidente that we 
are not unmindful of our interests or 
of the deep significance of this occa- 
sion. | 

“It is-the splendid culmination of a 
struggle begun many years ago. At 
last, at last, my friends, we know that 
from the bosom of yonder island will 
be torn the rock that will build a wall 
to stay the onward rush of ocean’s 
dark waters, and that while this wall, 
avith its base on the bottom of the deep 
and its top above the waves, is being 
constructed, the inner harbor will be 
broadened and deepened, so that the 
largest merchant and naval ships of 
the whole world may enter and find 
safe anchorage there. 

“And what do these things mean? 
What will be the consequences? To a 
great extent their meaning and their 
consequences will depend upon our- 
selves; upon the energy, enterprise 
and progressive spirit of those who now 
dwell upon these shores. Our Senators 
and Representatives have done their 
part; a liberal government will do its 
part, and now, in order that we benefit 
to the fullest extent from the faithful 
services of the one and from -the liber- 
ality of the other, we must do our part. 
The most renowed of the Greek ora- 
tors warned the Athenians that ‘the 
opportunities of the careless are seized 
by those willing to labor and to wait.’ 
Those words havé a more pregnant 
meaning in modern times than they 
had in ancient times, and they apply 
to communities as well as to individ- 
uals. 
“With the work this day begun, com- 
pleted, our situation for sharing in the 
world’s ever-increasing commerce will 
be most advantageous. A very able 
man, recently elected United States 
Senator from the greatest of our States, 
said, in a speech after his election: 

“*The unsurpassed mineral and agri- 
cultural opportunities of our Pacific 
Slope are only partially developed, be- 
cause of the distance from European 
and Eastern States’ markets, but with 
China open to us, with our foothold in 
the Philippines and midway Hawaii, 
there will come to the Golden Coast a 
new birth for its farms and its mines, 
which will add incalculably to the 
wealth, employment and population of 
the Pacific. | 

“In spite of the obstacles mentioned 
by Senator Depew, and they have been 
and are very serious, the last quarter 
of the nineteenth century has wit- 
nessed the development of a very con- 
siderable commerce on the Pacific 
Slope. We ship annually from, South- 
ern California alone 15,000 carloads of 
oranges, and of other products many 
shiploads and many thousands of car- 
loads. A time is within the memory of 
some here present when a tramp sail- 
ing vessel touched at the various ports 
along the southern coast, San Pedro 
among the rest, about once a year, 
gathering a cargo of hides and pelts, 
about the only articles then exported 
from this favored land. In the past 
twenty-five years, the population of 
Southern California has increased from 
50,000 to nearly 500,000 souls. 

“Tt car but mention these few of the 
many things indicating the 
of this section. under the adverse con- 
ditions heretofore existing.

The splendid agricultural and mineral 
resources of New Mexico, Western 
Texas, Arizona, Utah and Southern 
Nevada’are being rapidly developed 
by an intelligent and increasing popu- 
lation. With these changing conditions 
in the countries upon which our future 
depends. we may look with confidence 
to far greater progress in the first 
quarter of the tweniteth century than 
has been witnessed in the closing 
years of the nineteenth century. 

“Ex-Senator White: When by rea- 
son of the commercial expansion made 
possible by the work, the beginning 
of which we this day joyously cele- 
brate, a great city has been built upon 
these shores. when the merchant ves- 
sels of New York, Boston, Galveston, 
Mexico, Queenstown. Bremen, Lon- 
don, Liverpool,» Honolulu, Manila, Mel- 
bourne, Hongkong, Yokohama and dis- 
tant Vliadvostock shall be anchored in 
the harbor, upon whose smooth waters 
we now look, reminding us of Kipling’s 
lines to the Indian Ocean: 

“The Injin Ocean sets and smiles, 

So soft, so bright, so bloomin’ blue,

“It will not be forgotten, but it: will 
be remembered wi deepest grati- 
tude that in the Senate of the United 
States you stood through weary 
months for the fearless champion of 
the Free Harbor at San Pedro and that 
you triumphed most gloriously. For 
this splendid service in behalf of the 
people who trusted and honored you, 
we and our children will ever hold 
you among those who deserve ‘vell of 
their countrymen.

Following the address of W. A. Har- 
ris, Chairman Davis invited the crowd 
to participate in the barbecue, and 
with one accord the members of the 
throng, men, women and all started 
on the run for the gate which admitted; 
them to. the long tables where the good . 
things were to be,served.. The execu- 
tive committee, accompanied by the 
invited guests of the celebration and 
the speakers, adjourned to the smaller 
barbecue grounds, which had been set 
aside for them on the summit of a hill 
above the speakers’ stand. The mem- 
bers of the Santa Catalina Band ac- 
companied them, and it is safe to say 
that no one enjoyed the barbecued beef 
and its accessories more than’ those 
who were served a e separate table. 
Nearly two hundred persons sat down 
to the long table, and were served with 
the same fare that was dealt out to 
the thousands who ate at the general 
table. 

As soon as the guests had entered 
the inclosure in which the edibles 
were served, they gathered around the 
pit where the beef was still cooking. 
The strong wind, which was blowing 
and the outdoor exercise had given 
each of them an appetite, and they 
looked on with watering mouths while 
the large bags of meat were being un- 
covered. When the first one was

Seattle cojperates with San Francisco, 
and it will cojperate with you, as will 
San Francisco, Development of new 
harbors will work eyil to no one, and 
only competition will ea 
harbor any where.

When Stanford University was 
started it was claimed by the friends 
of the State University that it was in- 
tended as an unfriendly act. toward the 
latter institution, but how contrary 
has it proven.

T. E. Gibbon was calied for and paid 
a tribute to the efforts of Mr. Maguire 
for the harbor. He said that at the 
time when the appropriation for Santa 
Monica harbor was agreed upon by 
the River and Harbor Committee, Mr. 
Maguire caused word to reach the com- 
mittee that unless that agreement were 
canceled he would state on the floor 
of the House that the River and Har- 
bor Bill was held up because the com- 
mittee insisted on putting in it an ap- 
propriation for a harbor in California 
which the people did not want, and in 
favor of a monopoly which was al- 
ready inimical to the interests of the 
people. As soon as this rumor reached 
the committee, the chairman called on 
Mr. Maguire, and“said that he thought 
it would be very unfortunate if any- 
thing of a personal character should be 
brought out by the River and Harbor 
Bill. Mr. Maguire, according to the 
speaker, put on a stern look and in- 
formed the chairman that if the bill 
Was presented as designed, he would 
feel it his duty to make a statement 
of the true condition of affairs on the 
floor. The agreement in favor of 
Santa Monica as a result was imme- 
diately conceled.

TIREY L. FORD. 

Atty.-Gen. T. L. Ford, the last 
speaker of the day, said: “Speaking 
from a standpoint of oratory, I think 
that we have commenced our meal to- 
day with the dessert and gone backward 
to the soup, and I am in it.

Although long trains commenced to 
carry the tired spectators home early 
in @he afternoon, ‘the crowd which 
thronged the streets of San Pedro was 
not appreciably diminished when night 
fell, nor was its enthusiasm any less 
demonstrative than at any time in the 
day.

There, away from the 
throng of visitors who had crowded 
San Pedro and the barbecue grounds 
all day, the members of the committee 


_and their friends congratulated South- 


ern California and Los Angeles on the 


score of its success in this celebration. 


It was a jolly and genial crowd, 
which returned to this city on the 
special car, and its members were not 
backward in expressing their delight at 
the way in which the citizens of this 
gpection of thesState had turned, out 
to participate !n the celebration. Pres- 
ident Cline called on various members 
of the party for speeches and his re- 
quests were responded to by Judge 
James D. Maguire, Attorney Hazard, 
M. Esternaux, German Vice-Consul, 
George W. Parsons, Secretary of the 
Free Harbor Jubilee Committee, G. J. 
Griffith, Senator Bulla, ex-Mayor W. H. 
Workman, Mayor Phelan of San Fran- 
cisco, Attorney T. F. Gibbon, Senator 
Boyce, and Secretary Myles of the 
Santa Barbara Chamber of Commerce. 

All of those who epoke were enthu- 
siastic in praise of the success of the 
Jubilee and they talked of the pros- 
pects of Southern California in general 
and Los Angéles in particular. The 
speeches made by these men were 
characteristic, in as much as they were 
not talking to a large audience, but, as 
business men, were discussing ques-. 
tions of vital interest to almost all of 
those who were present. Attorney 
Gibbon said that now more than ever 
was it apparent that the time was ripe 
for the completion of arrangements 
for building the railroad from Salt 
Lake City to Los Angeles. He re- 
ferred to the almost insurmountable 
obstacles which had confronted the 
people when the San Pedro Harbor was 
suggested, and said that the overcom- 
ing of them should be a lesson to the 
people of Southern California, teaching 
them that nothing was impossible. 
Upon the arrival of the train in Los 
Angeles the guests were escorted to 


their respective hotels and the mem- 


bers of the Executive Committee went 
to their homes, satisfied that the first 
day’s celebration of the Jubilee had 
been a grand success. 


FORTY CROWDED TRAINS. 


More Than Twenty Thousand People 

Taken from This City. 

In spite of the extraordinary prep- 
arations made by the transportation 
lines to handle large crowds, the rush 
to the depots early yesterday morn- 
ing not only gave the street-railway 
companies about all they could do but 
packed the stations to their fullest 
Capacity. It seemed that everybody 
who was going to San Pedro wanted 
to go on the first trains, and the re- 
sult was that many of those who went 
early to the depots had to wait until 
several trains had departed before they 
could reach the coaches. 

At the Terr. inal Railroad depot the 
absence of a t.:in shed gave the peo- 
ple an opportus. y of crowding to the 
coaches, and it \ *‘ with difficulty that 
the first trains w..e started. The ac- 
commodations there with reference to 
the intervals between trains were ad- 
and there was no necessity for 
the rush, for the Terminal got~all its 

assengers to San Pedro in pienty of 
ime to witness all that was to be seen 
there. 

Each train consisted of ten or twelve 
coaches, and nearly all of the rolling 
stock’ suitable for passenger service 
was used. Every train that left dur- 
ing the morning carried about all the 
people that could be accommodated 


with seats or standing room, and one} 


of the trains carried a party of boys 
on the tops of the coaches. It was an- 
nounced at the general offices of the 
company last night that 8000 people had 
been carried to San Pedro during the 


day. 

The crowd at the Arcade depot was 
even larger than at the Terminal de- 
pot because it is reached by several 
street-car lines. The first train was 
scheduled to leave for San Pedro at 
7:45 o’clock, but an hour before that 
time there were more than enough 
people in the place to fill two such 
trains. The train consisted of eighteen 
coaches drawn by one of the large pas- 
senger engines used in the eastern 
and ‘northern service. Three conduc- 
tors were assigned to each of the 
trains. During the: first hour four 
trains were run and on all of them 
people were standing up all along the 
aisles. Toward 10 o’clock the rush 
diminished, but there was more than 
a paying crowd on all the trains 
throughout the day. Late fm the aft- 
ernoon those who desired to witness the 
illumination of the harbor began ar- 
riving at the depots by the hundred, 
and these added to the returning thou- 
sands caused almost a repetition of the 
incidents of the morning. At the of- 
fice of Superintendent Muir yesterday 
afternoon it was learned that the 
Southern Pacific carried to the jubilee 
on the trains which left before noon 
not less than 14,000. In all twenty- 


eight trains were run by that com< 
pany. 

The railroad men were the most sur- 
prised lot of people in the world. They 
had all been prophesying that not 5000 
people would gather at San Pedro to 
see the first boatload of rock dumped 
where the great breakwater is to be 
built. When asked to subscribe to the 
jubilee fund, they protested that they 
would not take in $1000 for each road 
im the day. 

The roads had schedules made to 
run trains by, but they paid no at- 
tention to the cards, but sent train 
after train as fast as the cars could 
be got ready.

San Pedro Wide Open—Good-aaturea

San Pedro was wide open as far as 
gambling was concerned yesterday. 
Games of chance of every deacription 
were running in full blast, and in fulf 
view of pedestrians who passed 
through the business streets of the 
town, Poker, craps, faro, roulette and 
many other games attracted a large 
number of “suckers,” and they were 
suckers, for many of the games were 
anything but fair. Alithough the little 
city was patrolled by a squad of forty 
Los Angeles policemen, and nearly the 
entire detective force of this city, they 
were powerless to stop the gambli 
Never before in the histoty of the lit- 


1 tle seaport town had it had such an 


influx of visitors, and the sporting ele- 
ment and saloon-keepers were the 
reapers of a harvest. as a result. Every 
saloon in the town—and 
said that every other building on the 
business streets is a saloon—was 


‘crowded to the doors 


Fakirs of all descriptions thronged 
the streets, and they offered a variety 
of articles in exchange for the money 
the public had to spend. There were 
blind men, with various sorts of mu< 
sical instruments, and blind men with 
no instruments at all. There were 
old men, young men, and plenty of 
women, and all of them with infirmi- 


ties or excuses for separaating visitors 


from their money. 
“Official badges” of at least twenty 
varieties were for sale by loud-mouthed 
individuals, who yelled themselves 
hoarse in crying their wares to the 
thousands who. participated in the 
celebration. The crippled man with “a 
wife and seven small children” was 
not absent, and his importunate ap- 
als for money resulted in a harvest. 
e lemonade man, popcorn man, and 
peanut vender were in evidence, and 
they vied with each other in using 
their lungs to attract the attention of 
purchasers. The man who gave cigars 
to every one who could knock ’a baby 
down occupied a prominent position 
with his stand, and strong-armed men 
contested with frail women in an en- 
deavor to tumble over the rag dolls 
at the end of the throw. 
‘It is safe to say that there was not 
a@ vacant building nor room in the busj- 
ness district of the little city yester< 
day. Every available space had been 
taken by some one or other who an- 
ticipated a profit from the gala day 
celebration. Few of them were dis- 
appointed. In addition to the fakirs 
there were hundreds of persons en- 
gaged in illegitimate enterprises, 
whereby they took in numerous dol- 
lars from a hungry or thirsty crowd. 
Women to the number of more than a 
dozen opened as many sandwich 
where they also soki coffee and other 
food and drink. These were 
patronized, in spite of the 
where the multitude was fed. 
The main road, leading from_ the 


business center of the town to the ~

UNUSUAL EXPENSE ATTENDANT ON 
CANDIDACY. 


Col. Roosevelt Favors a Rough 
Riders’ Reunion at Some Point 
in the Southwest—O’Neil’s Body 
Found at Last — Investigating 
Dam Sites, : 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) April 22.—[Regular Cor- 
responcence.] The present municipal cam- 
paign, while thus far one of the quietest, will 
probably go on record as the most expensive 
one ever known to the burg. The trouble 
lies with the law requiring the production of 
a poll-tax receipt before registration. Several 
hundred exempt citizens have registered, and 
now are coming forth the individuals who 
would vote for one or another candidate did 
he only have the coin necessary to pay the 
$2.50 poll tax. Both Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties are understood to be aiding all 
deserving individuals who can be relied on to 
vote the ticket straight, and as a result more 
poll tax has been collected than in any ten 
years previously in the municipality. The 
tax goes to the school fund, together with 
gambling licenses and criminal fines, and edu- 
cational affairs in the Southwest are accord- 
ingly looking up. Registrat‘on closes at imid- 
nigit tonight. Or i.y there-would 
or more names on the register. This year there 
Wili be less than seven hundred entries. 

A third party ticket, that of the Socialist 
Labor party, has been nominated. Jt is: For 
Mayor, J. A. Leach; Assessor and Tax Col- 
lector, M. EB. Gehon; Recorder, L. W. Graham: 
Treasurer, D. P. Cogdill; City Marshal, R. B’ 
Dawson. As is usual in such parties of 
criticism, the platform is a lengthy one, re- 
citing most of the political ils to which the 
American body politic is heir. Street meet- 
ings are to be hold and the campaign pushed 
with far more vigor and lung power than de- 
voted to it by either Republican or Demo- 
cratic organizations. ‘ 

There has been a deal of discussion lately 
concerning the point to be chosen for holding 
the first annual reunion of the Society of 
Rough Riders. Among the many places seek- 
ing the honor have been Chicago, 
City, Guthrie, San Antonio, El Paso, Deming, 
Albuquerque, Santa Fé, Las Vegas and Pres- 
cott.. While the Arizonans naturally would 
prefer the reunion to be held at Prescott, 
where was formed the first squadron of the 
famous regiment, there is a sentiment tHat 
fairness ‘would award to New Mexico the 
privilege of naming the point.

combat any suspicion that he was not, 


understating the girl’s age. The Sefior 
Perez went on to state that on Tues- 
day, the 18th, Ortega had driven away 
in a buggy with his daughter, or at 
least his wife ¢old him that such was 
the fact when he returned froin his 
work. ~ 

There was a mild sensation when oi 
old man testified that Ortega had live 
in the Perez household off and on for 
about ten years and that he is the 
son of Sefiora Perez by a former hus- 
band. At once it was supposed that 
Antonia and Susanna were half 
brother and sister, and that the case 
was more badly mixed up than had been 
at first thought. It developed, however, 
that Susanna also was a daughter of 
the old man by a previous wife, and 
there being no blood relationship —be- 
tween Antonio and Susanna, that tangle 
was not added to the complications. 

A ung Mexican testified that on 
Tuesday last Antonio asked him to 
get a buggy for him, and he did so 
and drove both of them over to Pasa- 
dena.

Anent the Schools, 
PARENT, Los Angeles: “TIT rise to 
remark” that there are principals and 
and principals also. 


As for the disgruntled few, who had 
a little aftermath of consciousness of 
wrong-doing, when they rebelled at a 
public reproof they had so well earned, 
there is not a sane person in the city | 
who will not agree that such teachers ' 
are hardly proper trainers of the child. | 
Too many of our teachers are mere 
imitators; the teacher who has not | 
some method of his or her own should | 
as speedily as. possible exchange his 
or her certificate, though it be a Nor- | 
mal School diploma, for a typewriter, | 
and follow copying in a legitimate way. | 

As for the pupil, his complaint might | 
well be, as The Times suggests, that | 
he is harassed by the technfcal pesform- 
ance of ‘non-essential requirements, 
and it may be aided, the kind of dis-. 
cipline practiced by teachers and prin- | 
cipals of small minds. Let us hope 
that when the coursing is suppressed _ 
by a humane public, our little human | 
animals may be looxod after. 
One crying evil that many terchers | 
have to submit to is the serving under | 
small-minded principals, who ask very 
little more of a teacher than that she 
pay them homage, The teacher who | 
holds herself above such methods can | 
do no good work in these schools; she is | 
a. veritable dweller in Nazareth; no. 
good can come out of her. while the | 
teacher who pretends to worship in her 
small way “sits with kings;"’ she can 
do no wrong. 

She may antagonize pupils to her 
heart's content; she may indulge in all 
the insulting remarks for children to 
convey to parents that she desires; all 
is condoned by the principal at her 
back; she may neglect her work, in 
order to find time to flatter, but she 
must find that time. In this kind of 
schoo) there is too much of the spirit 
that inspired Pat to chastise his spouse 
occasionaily, as he said, “Just to show 
me ortoroty,’’ and teachers who rely on 
good work and courteous treatment of 
all are too frequently reminded of this 
kind of authority. Principals should 
be persons of experience, healthy, well 
bred, full of tact and commonsense, and 
withal, broadly educated. A principal 
who devotes ten minutes. of a fifteen- 
minute recess to tracing up the boy 
who chanced to drop a two-inch square 
of tissue paper from a piece of candy 
on the pray-ground is hardly fitted by 
nature for massive work. 

I make a plea for the free activity of 
the teacher as well as the child; too 
much restraint makes the _ teaching 
weak. 

When the Board of Education, aided 
by the patrons of the schools, the Su- 
perintenient and The Tihes, elimi- 
nates these evils, and some others, then 
we of Los Angeles may justly lay claim 
to the “‘best schools in the country.” 


A Cowardly Sport.

G. Baldwin's ill disguised 
ealicitude that free power from liquid 
air will render valueless his water 
power reminds me of the cackle of the 
Christmas goose, which fondly imag- 
ines it is being chased for its feathers. 
Free power, if attained, will destroy 
all commercial value and force a com- 
plete reconstruction of both our indus- 
trial and social fabric. 

If astronomers should predict that a 
comet would come in contact and anni- 
hilate the earth, I suppose Mr. Bald- 
win would lose interest in the predic- 
tion if he was assured that the point 
of contact did not happen to be near 
his front yard. If the ‘“surplusage’”’ 
theory did not promise such portentous 
changes I would not have patience to 
go over and over again the kintergar- 
ten explanation of the process. Mr. 
Baldwin with damnable iteration tire- 
somely reasserts that the process of 
expansion takes place under the same 
conditions or temperature at which 
liquifaction takes place. I have con- 
tinually tried to make it plain that 
this is just the reverse of the truth. 
If it were so then no gain would be 
made. The heat during compression 
is taken away with comparatively no 
expenditure of energy by the coil of 
running water. In other words the 
power required to. circulate the water 
through the coil is much Jess than the 
power required to raise its tempera- 
ture.

which it is proposed to govern the fire 
insurance business in this community. 
At present every insurance company 
in this city is paying into our treasury 
the sum of $1 each month for the privi- | 
lege of doing business, and as there are 
eighty-two companies it is presumed 
that $82 per month is being collected. 
If this is not enough, and if, as it is 
usually understood, the object of license 
is to secure revenue only, why not as- 
sess each company $10 per month: 
This would bring in ten times as 
much revenue and add $820 per month, 
or $9840 per year to the city’s income. 
This would be of materia] assistance 
in paying salaries, and then if there 
was no attempt to shut off competition 
and the veople were allowed to make 
best terms possible with the competitors 
for business, they would rise up and 
eall our city fathers blessed. On the 
other hand, should the combine by its 
manipulations succeed in having the 
proposed license ordinance passed they 
would. have occasion and _ probably 
would think of the said city fathers in 
a different vein of temper. It will be 
well for the committee to look out for 
the joker. Our trusts and combines are 
big enough to look out for themselves. 


An Honest Rum Seller. 


The following article was publised 
in the Fayetteville (Tenn.,) Express, 
in 1840, and signed by H. E. John- 
son of that place: F 

“Friends and Neighbors—Having 
just opened a commodious shop for the~ 
sale of liquid fire, I embrace this 
early opportunity to inform you that, 
on Saturday next, I shall begin the 
SHusiness of making drunkards, paupers 
and beggars, for the sober and in- 
dustrious eiement of the community 
to support. I will undertake at a 
short notice, for a small sum, avith 
great expedition, to prepare victims for 
the asylum, the poorhouse, peniten- 
tiary and gallows. I will furnish an 
article that will increase the number 
of fatal accidents, multiply the num- 
ber of distressing diseases, and render 
those which are harmless, incurable. 
I shall deal in drugs that will deprive 
some of life, most of them of prop- 
erty and all of peace. It will cause 
fathers to become fiends, wives widows, 
children orphans and all mendicanis. 
I will cause many of the rising gen- 
eration to grow up in ignorance, to 
become a burden and a nuisance to the 
nation. I will cause mothers to for- 
get her offspring. I will sometimes 
even corrupt the ministers of the gos- 
pel, obstruct the progress and defile 
the purity of the church, and cause 
temporal and eternal death. And if 
any should be so impertinent as to ask 
why I have the audacity to bring such 
accumulated misery upon a happy peo- 
ple, my honest reply is—money. The 
spirit trade is lucrative, and some pro- 
fessing Christians give it their cheer- 
ful countenance. I have a license, 
and if I do not bring these evils upon 
you, somebody else will. I live tn a 
land of liberty. I have purchased: 
right to demolish and ruin the souls 
of those who choose to honor me with 
their custom. I pledge myself to do all 
I have herein promise®. Thase who

brought upon themselves or their dear- 
est friends, are requested to meet me 
at my bar, when I will, for a few cents. 
furnish them with the certain means 
of doing so.”
